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Remarks 

Upon entry of the foregoing amendment, claims 1-4, 6-10, 13-31 are pending in 
the application. By the foregoing amendment, claims 1, 4, 6, 7, 9, 13, 15, 16, and 20 are 
sought to be amended. Claims 32-37 and 39 are canceled. These changes are believed to 
introduce no new matter, and their entry is respectfully requested. Based on the above 
amendment and the following remarks, Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner 
reconsider all outstanding objections and rejections and that they be withdrawn. 

Claim Objection: 

Claim 20 was amended to clarify the acronym "WLAN". Accordingly, 
Applicants request that this objection be removed. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph 

Claims 7-10 and 13-31 were rejected for insufficient antecedent for the term 
"balanced modulator". Claim 7 has been amended to correct this informality. 
Accordingly, Applicants request that this rejection be reconsidered and removed. 

Claims 1-4, and 6 were indicated to be allowable. Claim 7 has been amended to 
correct antecedent basis. Claims 1, 4, 6, 7, 9, 13, 15, 16, and 20 have also been amended 
to clarify the invention, but are still considered patentable over the cited art. Accordingly, 
Applicants request that all rejections and objections be removed and that claims 1-4, 6- 
10, 13-31 be passed to allowance. 
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Conclusion 

All of the stated grounds of objection and rejection have been properly traversed, 
accommodated, or rendered moot. Applicant therefore respectfully requests that the 
Examiner reconsider all presently outstanding objections and rejections and that they be 
withdrawn. Applicant believes that a full and complete reply has been made to the 
outstanding Office Action and, as such, the present application is in condition for 
allowance.
